Regarding claim 50, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 50, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of after step a), applying at least a first particulate constituent and a second constituent to the 
unmasked areas of said electrode structure, such that particles of the first constituent are 
selectively directed towards desired locations within the unmasked areas, thereby avoiding 
other locations of said unmasked areas, c) removing the masking layer from the selected areas, 
together with any stray quantities of the constituents on the masking layer.
